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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As the claims 
were read and interpreted in light of the specification, and in light of the reversal of the 
decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, the prior art of record fails to 
specifically disclose a system and method for optical heterodyne detection comprising 
an optical coupler having a first input and a second input, and optical receiver having an 
input for receiving the combined optical signal from the optical coupler for outputting an 
electrical signal representative of the combined optical signal, and in particular, an 
attenuator having an input to receive an input signal and having an output signal for 
outputting the attenuated signal such that the first input of the optical coupler receives 
the attenuated signal from the attenuator and the second input of the optical coupler 
receives a local oscillator signal. Although AAPA and the Sorin (U.S. Patent No. 
5,365,335) disclose an attenuator, none of the reference disclose the attenuator at the 
input. Furthermore, Hasegawa (U.S. Patent No 4,553,264) and Evans (U.S. Patent No. 
4,048,573) disclose an attenuator position immediately after the input, the reference fail 
to provide adequate support to reconfigure Serin's attenuator at the input position 
without altering the manner in which the Sorin '335 system was intended. As a result, 
allowance is proper.
